Quebec reaps a larger liquor revenue 
($500,000 yearly is named hy the Com- 
missioners) than any of the other 
provinces, and Quebec is notoriously in 
the most unenviable financial condition 
of any province. Ontario revenue 
from liquor licenses in 1893 was $277,- 
330.14,—only « little more than half 
of Quehec’s. It cannot be argued by 
comparison that Ontario lost anything 
by collecting a lesser sum of license 
fees. On the contrary it must be 
acknowledged that the dnmercial 
prosperity and comparative financial 
status of those provinces must be 
calculated in an inverse ratio to the 
sum of their liquor license revenues. 
The license revenue of Ontsrio has 
heen decreasing for yeurs, yet the fact 
is causing no alarm in the minds of 
the financiers of the province. We 
quote fron; the last budget speech of 
Ontario's provincial treasurer : * This 
source of revenue (liquor licenses) has 
for a few years past been gradually 
declining. In 1889 the whole province 
was under license, the Scott act having 
been repealed in every county in which 
it had been enacted. In that year and 
in the following year, 1890, our receipts 
were at high tide, and rose to the high- 
est point ever reached before or since. 
Year by year since 1890 there has 
been » gradual diminution. Our re- 
ceipts for the last four years for ex- 
ample, have been as follows :—1889, 
$308,200 ; 1890, $300,604 ; 1891, $297,- 
644; 1892, $289,820. The key to 
this radu al diminution of revenue is, 
of course, apparent when we glance at 
the number of licenses issued during 
the years. There has been a reduction 
of 247 licenses in the four years. The 
dimunition in the namber of licenses 
and the fall in rex eue being cuicident, 
we are all agreed, for manifest reasons, 
that iu neither of these facts is there 
any occarion for regret.”

Mr. Foster bas attacked our expenditure 
with a pen-knife when nothing short of a 
buzz-saw would have sufficed. The country 
is threatened with a thumping deficit. Now 
there are only three ways of meetirg a 
deticit. One is to clap on more taxation ; a 
second is to run deeper into debt; and a 
third is not to spend more money than we 
bave. The first of these programmes is im- 
possible in the present temper of the people; 
the second is recklessly improvident when 
we already havea debt that costs us over 
twelve millions a year to look after ; and the 
third is hopelessly abandoned on the first 
estimates which Mr. Foster has brought 
down. 

What then do the Government propose to 
do? The only sane and patriotic course 


would be to revise and curtail their own | 


estimates. It is all very well to plead that 
thia would be very, very difficult. under the 
circumstances ; but our expenditure must 
be brought within the four corners of our 
income at some time—and the sooner, the 
easier. Our people have no intention of 
taxing themselves more heavily in order 
that the Governinent may build Curran 
bridges and Quebec harbor works with a 
freer hand. It is less taxation and not more 
that the country is clamoring for; and if

What you really want to do is to 
get it going well and then close the dra‘ts 
eo that the heat goee into the rooms, bet 
the average man who wants a good heat 
lets the fire go full tilt till aii the useful 
gases in the coal have passed off in 4 
beautiful illumination of the interior of the 
chimney, and then, when he comes to ture 
the heat into the rooms he wonders why 
his fire is dull and liteless. Moreover, his 
brisk fire has probably formed v clinker as 
large as hie head by melting the coal, and 
the next time he shakes the furnace he wi} 
be compeiled te send his wife over to, 
neighbor u. 

In the old fashioued furnaces there was 
no ait shaft, they simply took their air 
from the ceilar itself, but now almost all 
firet-clase furnaces are supplied with them, 
because they furnish pure dustless air, 
Their care is one of the most important 

uirementa in running a furnace, for they 
furnieh it the breath of ite life. Too many 
people do not recognize this at ali, and ase 
result they never get satis{actiou from their 
furnace. In the first place, *he expert says, 
you must be sure that the shart is free 
trom all obstructions. In the second piace, the 
amount of air going through the siiaft must 
be closely watched, and in 2 day when the 
wind blows into the mouth of it may even 
be better to cloes it up aud draw the air 
from the celiar, When occasionally a 
furnace man is called up to see wiy a 
furnace does not heat a house, he immed- 
iately seeke the air box, aud he usually finds 
there the source of the trouble. if you 
don’t gives furnace air enough it can't heat 
a house, because it has no medium by which 
to communicate heat and it devotes itselt 
entirely to making the pipes and registers 
red hot and throwing out a tropical heat 
into the collar. If you find your register 
is very hot ard that by holding your hand 
a foot above it you can’t feel any heat, you 
have not air enough coming through your 
air box ; but on the contrary, if you find 
the current of air through the register is 
cold, you are getting more air through 
than you can heat, and should shut some 


of it off.
